Traffic Toll Reaches 212 


THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Traffic accidents on the nation’s streets and highways took 
a toll of 212 lives during the Christmas holiday. This compared 
with 107 during an identical time span two weeks ago. 
Despite hazardous driving conditions over much of the 
country, the number of deaths was far less than the National 
Safety Council had estimated might be killed during the 
holiday. 
The council estimated that 280 to 360 persons would lose 
their lives during the 30-hour period from 6 p.m. Tuesday to 
midnight Wednesday. In 1963, the last time Christmas was a 
oneday holiday, 226 persons lost their lives on the nation’s 
roads. 
Howard Pyle, safety council president, said that during an 
average 30-hour driving period in the middle of a December 
week about 120 persons would lose their lives in traffic 
accidents. 
The Associated Press counted 107 traffic deaths during a 
nonholiday period of the same length earlier this month. 
The record high death toll for a one-day Christmas holiday 
since World War II was 253 in 1946. The record low was 179 the 
following year. 
The Associated Press’ trial period this year was between 6 
p.m. Tuesday, Dec. IO and midnight Wednesday, Dec. ll.

Traffic accidents on the nation's streets and highways took 
a toll of 212 lives during the Christmas holiday. This compared 
with 107 during an identical time span two weeks ago. 
Despite hazardous driving conditions over much of the 
country, the number of deaths was far less than the National 
Safety Council had estimated might be killed during the 
holiday. 
The council estimated that 280 to 360 persons would low* 
their lives during the 30-hour period from 6 p.m. Tuesday to 
midnight Wednesday. In 1963, the last time Christmas was a 
oneday holiday, 236 persons lost their lives on the nation's 
roads. 
Howard Pyle, safety council president, said that during an 
average 30-hour driving period in the middle of a December 
week about 120 persons would lose their lives in traffic 
accidents. 
The Associated Press counted 107 traffic deaths during a 
nonholiday period of the same length earlier this month. 
The record high death toll for a one-day Christmas holiday 
since World War ll was 253 in 1946. The record low was 179 the 
following year. 
The Associated Press’ trial period this year was between 6 
p.m. Tuesday, Dec. IO and midnight Wednesday, Dec. ll.

Drinking now means much 
more to him than it does to

drinkers 
He 
begins 
drinking

party he will take as many refills 
as he can without being too 
obvious and may even down the 
balance of a partially consumed 
drink left by a more satisfied 
guest 
He is apt to lend a hand 
at the bar in order to make sure 
that he gets enough to drink. 


At this point his drinking 
takes a form which endangers 
his acceptance in the group He
